long series of awful mine disasters th at 
have visited this valley w ithin the last 
year has just leached a climax in the 
entombing of twenty-seven men in the 
Hartford mine 
of 
the Lehigh and 
W ilkesbarre Coal company at Ashley, 
three miles from this city. 
W hen the awful news began to spread 
thousands rushed to Hie s enc of the 
disaster and found that the surface al­ 
most as far as tho eye < ould reach was 
seamed and cracked with long circular 
fissures, some of which were over two 
feet wide. 
T he son ow of the people 
became intensified when it was known 
that twenty-seven of their friends who 
had gone down tile pit in the morning 
were in the portion th a t had caved and 
In all probability we;e entombed fo r­ 
ever in a mass of coal and rock.

FLAM ES IN A B IG P IP E M ILL. 


A C h ica g o B la z e C auses a L oss o f Several 


T h ou san d D ollars. 


C h ic a g o , May 16.—Between I and 2 
o’clock this morning fire broke out in 
Crano Bros.’ plpe-mill at the corner of 
Fulton and Desplaines streets. 
There 
were 250 men at work in the mill and 
the flames spread so rapidly th at all 
were obliged to leave w ithout taking 
their tools or clothing. 
T he building is 
a three-story frame structure, one story 
of which is below tile level of the ap­ 
proach to the Desplaines street viaduct 
over the N orthw estern railway tracks. 
The fire seemed to have originated at 
the rear of the building, and for a time 
threatened 
the viaduct 
Nearly the 
whole of the mill building was de­ 
stroyed, entailing a loss of several thou­ 
sand dollars. 
T he damage to the ma­ 
chinery inside the building will be very 
much larger. 
It is supposed the fire was 
caused by the combustion of fuel oil 
used in the heating furnaces. 


C rash ed In to a F erry B oat. 
N ew Y ork, May 16.—During a fog 
this morning the State line steamship 
State of Georgia, outward bound,crashed 
Into the ferry boat Pacific filled with 
passengers.

W inona, Mina., M a t 16.—'The heav­ 
iest conflagration among the many losses 
by fire of ill-fated W inona the past year, 
started in the tire-room of the Winona 
Mill company’s Immense flouring mill 
about I o'clock this morning, and at the 
present writing the entire plant, includ­ 
ing ♦he mill, elevator, and surrounding 
buildings are in a mass of flames,beyond 
control. 
Every effort is being made to 
prevent the spread of the fire to tho 
m anufacturing interests eastward. 
T he 
Porter Milling company, who suffered 
the loss of their mill last fall, are de 
luging their new structure and every 
Inch of space th at threatens to allow tho 
spread of tho flames to their property 
T h e Laird-Norton company also have 
men distributed through their yards 
drenching tile lumber and buildings. An 
alarm was given, which was quickly 
followed by another turned in by the 
P orter Milling company. 
T he com­ 
panies promptly 
responded, and did 
w h at was thought 
to 
be 
effective 
work in checking the fire and confining 
It to tile fire-rootn, but the flames un 
noticed crept through the ceiling to the 
main mill,and suddenly darted forth and 
rapidly spread. 
Another 
alarm was 
turned in, but it was too late to save the 
magnificent structure. The fire soon in 
eluded the elevator adjoining. T he flames 
leaped hundreds of feet in the air, while 
the heat was almost unbearable. 
The 
total loss on the property is estimated 
at $300,00'). and may exceed that; insured 
fo r$200,OOO, mostly in mutual companies. 
T here were about 25,000 bushels of 
wheat in the elevator, and 1,200 barrels 
of flour in the mill. 
T he company em­ 
ployed about IOO men. 
T he mill had a 
capacity of 2,000 barrels, and was about 
the finest equipped building of the kind 
in the world.

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L ondon, May 16.—In a speech in tho 
commons on tho license question Mr. 
Gladstone said he saw no necessity for 
treating this m atter as a party question. 
He gave Mr. Goschen credit for sin­ 
cerity in his attem pt to lessen the evils 
of the liquor trade. 
Tile means pro­ 
posed were utterly futile and extremely 
dangerous. 
Tho question was gradually 
assuming larger dimensions in the pub­ 
lic view. 
T he tide of public opinion 
against the liquor traffic was fast rising. 
[Cheers.] 
T he bill itself ought to instill 
in tho minds of thoso concerned iii vast 
proprietary liquor interests prudential 
considerations as to the policy of oppos­ 
ing public opinion. 
Allusion had been made to rem arks of 
his ten years ago in favor of compensa­ 
tion. 
Since then tho law had been set­ 
tled in a m anner wholly unfavorable to 
the doctrine of vested interests. 
Ho cer­ 
tainly never contemplated approving a 
bill such as this, which proposed 
tho 
purchase of a number of public houses, 
on any terms th at the proprietors were 
willing to accept. 
Tho bill might fair­ 
ly be described as “ a bill for the endow­ 
m ent of 
public houses.” 
[Cries of 
“ Hear, hear.”] 
A t the most the bill would produce a 
trifling reduction of the number of pub­ 
lic houses, w ithout any corresponding 
reduction of tho actual traffic. 
If a 
County council bought one public house 
for a large sum it would bo utterly im­ 
possible tor magistrates to refuso to re­ 
new tho license of another similarly 
placed. 
T hus tho m agistrates’ control 
would become paralyzed. 
T he measure 
would effectually raise a new barrier, 
formidable beyond anything existing, to 
temperance legislation. 
[Cheers]. 
In conclusion he said: 
“ The present 
measure is so framed th at it will para­ 
lyze every valuable principle embodied 
in the existing law. 
It will throw back 
indefinitely tho temperance cause, tho 
progress of which is now registered from 
day to day, and in the great future 
trium ph of which we have undoubted 
confidence.” 
[Cheers.] 
Mr. Caine’s motion to reject tho Local 
Taxation bill, dealing with publicans' 
licenses was defeated—230 to 266.

Farm en Kill Them by the Old 
Sulphur Process. 
The farmers 
of Hays, Caldwell, 
Guadaloupe, Gonzales, Dewitt, Karnes 
and other counties in the western and 
southwestern portions of the State, 
says a San Antonio (Tex.) letter, are 
suffering from a pest that is at once 
novel and costly. 
It is the first of its 
kind in the history of tho State and 
has already cost the loss of thousands 
of dollars. 
Last autumn the yield of 
cotton was so unprecedented and the 
labor 90 scant that corn was neglected 
for tho fleecy staple, and was left 
standing in the fields until such time 
as it could be cribbed. 
When late in 
tho season the farmers went to gather 
it they found that but little remained. 
Its presence standing in tho fields had 
been a temptation to millions of rats, 
which poured down from the moun­ 
tains and up from the river bods and 
infested the country. 
All fall and * 
winter tho work went on. 
What they 
gathered in November, they stored 
and ate during the cold months, and 
when the spring came they were ready 
for a fresh change of food. 
The rats 
are of the largo variety, nearly as 
large, in fact, as a squirrel, and are 
capable of doing a vast amount of 
damage. 
As fast as the young corn 
has appeared above the surfaco of the 
ground they have cut it off, in some 
cases going down for tho parent seed. 
To gat rid of them a novel expedient 
has corno into use and it is working so 
successfully that it is thought the rats 
will be exterminated within tho next 
two weeks. 
The farmer finds a furrow 
in which from fifty to one hundred rats 
reside. 
Every exit save ono is carefully 
stopped. 
At this one is placed a com­ 
mon iron tea-kettle. 
Opposite tho 
8pout is bored a hole in which is in­ 
serted a piece of gaspipe about one 
foot long. 
Over tho spout is placed 
another piece of pipe, which is run 
into the opening leading to the bur­ 
row. 
A fire is then built in the kettle 
and a couple of handfuls of sulphur 
thrown on the coals. 
The top being 
closed, tho fumes are driven into the 
burrow by a hand bellows, the nozzlo 
of which is inserted iii the top pipe. 
Some of these burrows are fifty yards 
in length; the fumes go through all its 
passages, and in five minutes every old 
and young rodent is dead. 
The kettle 
is then removed, the hole closed and 
tho rats buried.

ENGLISH S P A R R O W S . 


T hey Are a G reat N uisance, and O ught to 
be E xterm inated. 
It has probably been noticed by oar 
citizens, merchants and others, says the 
Racine Journal, that the English spar­ 
rows are beginning to build their nest?, 
and they will prove a greater pest this 
year than ever before, because there are 
a greater num ber of them . T tay delight 
tu build their nests over store doors, 
over w icdiws and in the various crevices 
found io the ornamental work on a 
building. 
T hat the English sparrow is 
a great nuisance most everybody will ad­ 
m it, but how to dispose of them is a dif­ 
ficult problem . 
I t took about fifteen years to convince 
the America a public that the sparrow 
was a pest rather than a benefactor. 
Toere were protests from naturalists 
earlier than 1870, and the report that 
British farmers regarded the bird as an 
unm itigated nuisance made some people 
a 
trills nervous. 
B ut 
up 
to 
a 
certain date scores of 
enthusiast io 
“ benefactors” of 
the 
country 
were 
urging 
its introduction in increased 
numbers, and aiding and protecting those 
already brougdt by every possible m eats 
even t« the enactm ent of cify ordinances 
and polio* regulation?. D aring the next 
decade, however, m ere opposition was 
devtluped, and although sparrow enthu­ 
siasts were still providing nesting boxes 
by the thousand and food by the barrel 
in many cities where sparrows were few, 
still there was no little retrenohmunt in 
some of the cities where they bad become 
abundant, and the disposition among 
pr&otical citizens to let the invaders shift 
for themselves steadily increased. To­ 
ward the latter part of this period a few 
laws which h id particularly protected 
them were repealed, but iu very few 
places were active measures adopted 
ookmg to the limitation or suppression 
cf their increase. 
W. T. Hill, of Indianapolis, trapped 
over 40.000 sparrows round the grain el­ 
evators and warehonses cf that city 
but the birds continue superabundant in’ 
and 
arouud 
that 
city. 
Many 
thousands 
have also been shot 
for 
food, but without visible effect. 
It is estimated that at least a th o u s­ 
and times as maoh energy and money 
have been spent already in fighting spar­ 
rows in America as were expended iu 
mtrooudiDg them . The magnitude of 
the evil and the necessity for abating it 
are proved by an analysis of the replies 
received by the agricultural departm ent 
as t i the damage by sparrows. These re­ 
ports as to the injury to buds, blossom?, 
and ti llage come from thirty-one stater* 
the D istr et of Columbia, aud Canada, 
a n i consists cf replies from 584 obser­ 
vers. 
Of these, 265 allege positive dam­ 
age of varying kind and degree, twelve 
are indeterminate, and the remaining 
307 aru favorable 
to the sparrow, t i 
least negatively, inasmuch as they re­ 
port no damage of the kind observed. 
As t ) the sparrow’s ravages on fruits, 
garden seeds and vegetables, the opin­ 
ions are quoted of 788 persons, of whom 
472 gave testimony against the sparrow, 
270gaye tybtimuuy more or E ss favoi- 
able, (.bat as under the preceding ques­ 
tion, mainly negative as the resole of 
observation) and 37 gave testimony which 
was partly f ivorable and partly unfavor­ 
able. Grapes seem to have been espec­ 
ially injured, and in California, where 
grape culture is an industry of para­ 
m ount importance, the English sparrow 
has taken firm root a n i is multiplying 
aud spreading with aa omuious rapidity; 
aud unless bt cps are taken to wipe out 
the pest at the ear.isst possible moment 
the result probably will entail a loss to 
the statu of many thousands, if not m il­ 
lions of dollars.
